Sommittee for the purpose of preparing 
an official explanation. The conferees 
will meet at 3 p. m. 

It is understood that the reassembing 
»f the conferees was \a result of the 
‘onference between the President and 
Senator Aldrich, although it was stated 
it the White House that the President 
rad no part in their reconvening. 

The action of Western Republican 
senators, aided by the Democrats, com- 
oel'ed the reading of the conference re- 
ort in full and enabled the supporters 
2 the conference report to take a new 
pell of the Senate. Much to their sur- 
prise, they found that their previous 
‘anvasses were valueless. There 
seemed to be a révolt.among the West- 
‘Trers on account of the phraseology 
‘nat had been adcpted by the conferees 
nm adjusting the differences in the hide 
and leather paragraph. 

é Since Saturday there had been mur- 
murings of discontent, but these had 
not been regarded as serious. Charges 
that the leather compromise harbored a 
“joker had been heard, but such intt- 


~~ pations are not untisual in connection 


with the eéttlement of controversies. 
Some of the dissatisfied senators said 
that the duty on boots and shoes had 
not been reduced to 10 per cent, as 
tlaimed by the conferees. 


Reduction Called Valueless. 
The language of the conference re- 


port imposing a duty of 10 per cent on 
boots and shoes is‘as follows: 

“That boots and shoes, the upper 

feather of which is made wholly or in 
thief value from such hides (hides ad- 
mitted free of duty) shall pay a duty 
pf 10 percentum ad valorem.” 
+ Senators from cattle states assert that 
there are no shoes of that description 
‘geéd in the United States and that the 
reduction therefore is valueless, as al! 
other shoes of leather are made dutiable 
at 16 per cent. 

Realizing that heroic measures would 
fave to be taken in order to restore 
_ public confidence, some of the conferees 
pefore the meeting expressed a willing- 
- fess to adopt a resolution permitting the 
ponferees to revise their action in re- 
gard to the hide and leather question. 
‘The older and more conservative mem- 
bers said that this. would not be neces- 
sary.

in good: faith, especially if President 
Taft gives the explaantion his indorse- 
ment.

HELD AS MURDERER SUSPECT 
BECAUSE NAME IS HERMAN 
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Police Keep Herman Teubner Prisoner 20 Hours 
as Nienaber Slayer — Brief Investigation 
Siovs He Is Inoffensive Workingman. 
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Herman Teubner, to all appearances 
an honest, inoffensive workingman, 
was released from the Centra! District 
holdover Monday after he had been held 
there 20 hours on suspicion that he was 
Herman Frey, wanted on a charge of 
killing 14-year-old Nellie Nienaber near 
Kirkwood in August, 1908. 

John J. Cole, Frey’s employer at Kirk- 
wood, said Teubner bore no resemblance 
to the suspected man. He appeared at 
headquarters at noon. 

Teubner had committed no crime. By 
an unfortunate coincidence he worked 
in St. Louis County at the time of the 
murder, and his first name was Herman. 
Those were his only two points of re- 
semblance to Frey. 


£rey, for whose arrest there is a re- 
ward of $500. They did not show these 
pictures to persons who knew Teub- 
ner, nor did they themselves take of- 
ficial cognizance of the fact that Teub- 
ner bore no resemblance to Frey. 

The ease with which Teubner might 
have been freed earlier was shown 
Monday when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
took a picture of Frey to Mrs. Samuel 
J. Boyd, widow of a police captain, and 
Teubner’s employer. 

Woman Denies He Is Frey. 
“Why, no, that is not my houseman. 
It is a much younger man,” she said. 
“Herman Teubner is past middle-age 
and has gray hair and mustache. He 
doesn't look a bit like thie man.” 
Despite Mrs. Boyds positiveness on 
this point the police kep* Teubner a 
prisoner until St. Louis County persons, 
who had known Frey, said Teubner in 
no way answered his description. 
Teubner was arrested at the instance 
of Joseph Murray, a dairyman, at 4036 
Cook avenue. 

All the members of the Police De- 
partment concerned in the arrest and 
detention said Monday that they be- 
lieved their actions were justified. 

“If Patrolmen Halpin and Graves had 
not arrested Teubner they would have 
laid themselves open to charges of neg- 
lect of duty,” said Chief Creecy. “The 
statement of one man that he believed 
Teubner to be Frey was _ sufficient 
ground for the arrest.”’ 

Patrolmen Halpin and Graves were 
asked whether they could not have kept 
Teubner under surveillance instead of 
arresting him.

The fact that 
Teubner did not attempt to escape after 
being so accused was not regarded by 
the police as proof of his innocence. 

Lieut. Walsh, at the Dayton Street 
Station, said he saw at a glance that 
Teubner bore no resemblance to the de- 
scription of Frey, but that, believing 
the descxiptions might be wrong, it was 
his duty to send Teubner to headquar- 
ters to be ‘‘held for the Chief.”’ 

At. headquarters Teubner was com- 
pared with the pictures of Frey and 
found to bear no resemblance to them, 
but no official of the department cared 
to “take a chance’’ and release him. 

Teubner says he was never in or near 
Kirkwood, -where Nellie Nienaber dis- 
appeared, and that he neyer heard of 
the murder until Murray accused him of 
knowing something about it. 


Former Employer Accuses Him. 
He said that for six months prior to 


a year and a half ago he worked for 
Henry A. Singer at 4014 Cook avenue 
and that he also did odd jobs for Mur- 
ray. He left Singer’s employ ta work 
at William Morische’s garden on the 
Clayton road, in St. Louis County, he 
said, 

Returning to St. Louis, 12 days ago. 
he went to work for Mrs.: Boyd at 448 
Cook avenue in the same block where 
he had been employed before. 

‘‘Murray’ asked me where I had been 
and I told him 8st. -Louls Ciunty,” he 
said. 

“Then he accused me of murdering a 
girl out there. I thought he was jok- 
ing.”’ 

Teubner said he had been in Amertica 
25 years and he showed naturalization 
papers in proof of his statement that 
he became a citizen under the name of 
Teubner 20 years ago. 

Herman Frey was described as boing 
30 to 3 years old, and weighing 150 
pounds. He is five feet eight inches 
tall and has dark blue eyes and brown 
mustache. ; 

“‘eubner is 53 years old, 5 feet 11 
inches tall, has grey hair and mustache, 
and is slightly bald. His eyes are light 
gray. He says he served in the German 
army, but not in the Death’s Head Hus- 
sars, of which Frey was a noncommis- 
sioned officer.

“Where are the keys?’ demanded on 
of the men, addressing the Sheriff's 
wife. 

“They are where you will not get 
them,” replied the woman. 

“Tt’s no use, boys,”’ said one of the 
men, turning to the crowd behind, 
which had gathered so srddenly that it 
séerred to have sprung from the earth. 
“We'll have to smash the doors in.’ 

Sledges and crowbars were in 
the hands of several of the crowd, 
ready for such an emergency, and a 
terrific ‘battering of the door began at 
once. 

Johnson, the prisoner, was awakened 
by the noise. As the door fell, a light 
was struck, and he was Sealed forth.

Mr. Goodwin departed 
from: St. Louis late Saturday night, 
leaving behind him a dead horse and 
several hundred dollars ;due him on ac- 
count of his engagement at the Delmar 
Dramatic Theater. 

He left the money in the hands of J. 
C. Jannopoulo, president of the Delmar 
Garden Amusement Co., because it was 
attached by the man who owned the 
dead horse when it was alive. 
According to the allegation of William 
Altherr, who has the pony concession 
at Delmar Garden and a livery stable 
on Taylor avenue, Mr. Goodwin killed 
the horse by riding it to death. 

The horse was worth 3300, Altherr 
says, and he has attached Goodwin's 
salary in the sum of $316.50 to cover the 
value of the animal and the court costs.

County is to pass upon the merits of 
ths claim Aug. 12. 


Goodwin Becomes Tragie. 
Just before Goodwin left Delmar Gar- 


den’s precincts he had a wordy encoun- 
ter with President Jannopoulo.

| Shot by order of the Police Magistrate 
of Wood River, who deputized a citizen 
on the spot to do the shooting, Steve 
Bigg, an Austrian, % years old, is said 
to be dying in St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
Alton. 

The sheoting, Sunday night, is the 
climax of an episode in the Standard 
Oil village as exciting as these which 
used to happen in Wild West towns. It 
began in William Varney’s saloon, wide 
open at 11 o’clock, and ended in the 
woods near the river, after Bigg 
had shot up the town, whirling his re- 
volver about his head in maudlin aban- 
dcn. 

Varney fired the shot. 
Dr. J. T. Ashlock, a veterinary, Po- 
lice Magistrate of Wood River, saved | 
his own life by ordering Varney to shoot 
Bigg. 
Ashlock saw Bigg sitting in Varney’s 
saloon, intoxicated, with a revolver 
sticking out of his pocket. The Magis- 
trate ordered Bigg to put his revolver 
where it could not be seen, on threat 
of arrest. 

Waves Weapon in Saloon. 
Bigg defied the magistrate by taking 
his weapon in his hand and waving it 
around his head. He got up and walked 
out of the saloon, muttering “I'll shoot!’ 
“Go after that’ man,” said Dr. Ash- 
lock to Tony Grunden, “and make him 
give up his gun. I deputize you to act.” 
Ashlock, who is lame, walks with a 
eane. Grunden started after Bigg, fol- 
lowed by the police magistrate. 
Bigg ran as fast as he could in his 
drunken condition, shooting in the air. 
“When I come back I'll shoot you!” 
he cried. 
Put Revolver in Pocket. 
The young Austrian returned after a 
short time, apparently having quieted 
down. He had put his weapon in his 
pocket, out of sight, thus affording the 
law, as construed in Wood River, an 
excuse for arresting him for carrying 
concealed weapons. 
Magistrate Ashlock took Bigg by the 
arm to escort him home. He walked 
the man three blocks. Bigg promised 
to go home. Ashiock watched him. He 
went into the weeds and bushes beck of 
Kowalski’s saloon. 
Ashiock returned to Varney’s saloon | 
and warned the men there that he be- 
lieved Bigg was coming back to carry 
out hig shooting threat. In a short time 
Bigg returned and was chased away by 
Ashlock, Grunden and Varney. He ran 
into a weoded place near the river. 
Ashlock caught up with him and 
grabbed him. 

Bigg Threatens to Kill. 

Varney crossed the bridge and came 
up from the other side. Just as Var- 
ney approached Bigg arew his revolver 
and pointed it at Ashlock, threatening 
to fire. 

“Shoot him, Varney!” cried the magis- 
trate. “I deputize you to do it?’ 
| Varney fired, the bullet striking Bigg 
in the abdomen. Bigg dropped limply, 
his weapon falling in the weeds.

BUGGY USED AS SHIELD 


Horse Shot Down as Relatives

PAOLA, Kan., Aug. 2.—With only & 
buggy between them and a_ third 
brother looking on, Frank and Thomas 
Cummins, brothers, fought with revolv- 
ers near here last night and Thomas 
was killed. The men used heavy-caliber 
revolvers. 

Frank, following his usual custom, had 
started out after the cows. Before 
starting he armed himself with his 
heavy revolver. He had not gone far 
when Thomas and Charles Cummins, 
riding in a buggy, came in_e sight. 
Frank was ordered by Thomas to halt. 

The man on foot stopped and Thomas 
reined up his horse. They were about 
20 feet apart. Instantly Thomas drew 
a 44-caliber revolver from his pocket 
and fired at Frank. Frank drew his 
revolver and returned the fire. Thomas 
leaped from the buggy and, using it as 
a shield, fired again. This shot, how- 
ever, instead of reaching its intended 
victim, killed the horse. 

Third Brother Watches Duel. 

Frank replied with a_ bullet, but 
missed, and Thomas shot once more at 
his brother, but he, too, missed. 

All this-time Frank kept walking for- 
ward until, when the last two shots 
were fired, the men were within a few 
feet of each other. When Thomas fired 
his last shot and missed, Frank sprang 
forward and, shooting at close range, 
killed his brother. 

During the fusilade Charles Cummins 
kept his seat in the buggy and held 
the lines which led to the bits of the 
dead horse. He called repeatedly to his 
brothers to cease. 

Frank, when he surrendered to the 
authorities here, declared that Thomas 
had repeatedly threatened his life and 
that he had fired only when fired on 
by Thomas.

Children Have Done Their 
Share, but Many Babies 
Are Still in Need. 





Thirty South St. Louie babies are 
growing fat and strong on pure milk. 
Every morning the mothers of these 
babies, or their little brothers and sis- 
ters, go to the office of Dr. A. Mec- 
Ginnis, 2529 South Broadway, and get 
the bottles of specially prepared milk. 
The babies now consume more than 200 
bottles of milk every day. 

For nearly two hours daily Dr. Mc- 
Ginnis and Dr. Schwartz are busy pre- 
scribing and giving. out the milk for 
the babies. “This is the southernmost 
pure milk station in St. Louis, and 
some of the mothers come from Caron- 
delet and outlying sections of the. city 
to get the milk. 

“The children are getting along nice- 
ly on the pure milk,’’ said Dr. McGin- 
nis. ‘‘We have a clinic here every day. 
All the babies were sick when they, 
came to us. Out of more than sixty 
who have had milk from this station 
this summer, only two have died, and 
they were in a very dangerous condition 
when we réceived them. The others 
have al! recovered, and are now doing 
well. 

“The pure milk is a wonderful thing 
for the babies. Every sick and suffer- 
fng baby in the city ought to have it. 
The milk that has been distributed 
through this station has undoubtedly 
saved many lives. I am more than 
pleased with the results, and the moth- 
ers are delighted. 

‘The babies come to us sick. They are 
peevish and fretful and cry all night, 
and their parents have but little rest. 
We give them the milk, and instruct the 
racther as to how it shall be given. In 
a week the baby has been restored tc 
health, it sleeps well and does not cry 
at night. The change is something won- 
derful. Improper feeding causes nearly 
all of the children’s diseases, and is re- 
sponsibie for the great loss of life among 
them. 

Practi: aily the same conditions prevail 
at the many other pure milk stations in 
the city. It costs a great deal of money 
to prepare the pure milk, send‘it to the 
stations in sterilized bottles and deliver 
it to the mothers. ° 

Every dollar contributed will carry 
some poor baby safely. through one 
week. There are thousands of people in 
comfortabie circumstances in St. Louis 
who could give a few dollars to help 
save the lives of the children. 

Fortune does not smile on al! persoas 
alike, and in St. Louis it often happens 
that those in the poorest circumstances 
have the most children, It is from the 
raaAks of the poor that the future popu- 
lation of the country will be largely 
made up. It is important that the boys 
and girls who start in life under such 
unfavorable circumstances should have 
the benefit of pure food, if they are to 
have healthy bodies and become useful 
citizens. KWvery dollar subacribed now 
to the Pori-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund is a contribution to the citizen- 
ship of the country 21 years hence. It 
will bear big dividends in manhood and 
womanhood.

MONOPOLY FREE TRADE. 

The Dingley law is a measure of the rankest 
protection and also of the rankest free trade. 
On a thousand million dollars’ worth of goods 
imported in about 10 months ($1,187,000,000 in il 
months ending May, 1909) it gave free trade, 
rank or absolute, in 45.98 per cent, as reported 
in the summary of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. 

This is absolute free trade in $459.80 out of 
every $1000 of imports in the thousand millions. 
It is rank, because it makes ranker the protec- 
tion for monopoly in the rest. 

The new revision holds to this simple principle 
throughout. It makes free trade ‘n nearly half 
to make monopoly protection more stringent in 
the rest. The materials needed by monopoly, 
but produced at the greatest expense of agtual 
hard labor by uncombined individual effort, are 
the staples of monopoly free trade. “Revision 
downward’ under this plan, means that every- 
thing of this kind shall be brought nearer and 
nearer to the basis of absolute free trade, so 
that monopoly shall have the rankest free trade 
in all it buys and the rankest protection in all it 
sells. This is the Aldrich idea, the Payne idea, 
the Cannon idea, the Taft idea, as these combine 
in the révision downward and revision upward of 
the new bill. Its meaning is monopoly free trade, 
with free trade as a privilege for monopoly only.

A GENTLEMAN’S DRINK. 

What is a gentleman’s drink? This momen- 
tous question, raised by Senator Stone’s chas- 
tisement of the negro waiter who failed to 
bring him one, is exercising the best minds of 
the country. It has wholly obscured the tariff 
question, whose dry details pall upon the taste 
during this summer weather, in comparison with 
the discussion of this stimulating, palate-tickling, 
thirst assuaging topic. 

The cognoscenti, whose views have been sought 
by the Post-Dispatch, differ widely on the kind 
of drink, the amount of water and the amount of 
liquor which’ are suitable for a gentleman’s re- 
freshment. 

As to kinds of drink tastes vary, the, sug- 
gestions ranging wver the barkeeper’s list —- 
straight whisky, with a little water on the side, 
the gin rickey, the highball and the mint julep. 
Among the leaders of fashion in liquid refresh- 
ment we find R. Park Von Wedelstaedt recom- 
mending a small quantity of water and a liberal 
quantity of whisky; David Nicholson insisting 
upon the highball of Scotch or Bourbon, two- 
thirds water and one-third whisky, -and G.. Lacy 
Crawford, faithful to an old St. Louis tradition, 
taking his straight. The mint julep suits an 
expert like “Pop” Harris. e 

As to quantity, Capt. Carmody hits a popular 
standard, indorsed by the majority, when he 
fixes the amount at as much as the gentleman 
wants, It is a pleasant, elastic, easy solution. 
But the specific «ecommendations range from the 
conservative one jigger of Manager Lewis of the 
Southern to the liberal two jiggers of State Sen- 
ator Irby of Colorado; from the one broad. finger 
of Chief of Police Schucrtler of Chicago to the 
-umbler, filled to the brim, but not overflowing, 
of Justice Bailey of the Colorado Supreme Court. 
Justice Harlan compromises cn a half tumbler 
of whisky with a chew of tobacco as a chaser. 

On the quantity of water the opinions of most 
connoisseurs who are not tainted with the tem- 
perance fad are very conservative. They do not 
think the water important. In the main they 
agree with Father Tom, whose receipt for a 
toddy called for just enough water to dissolve 
the sugar, as much whisky as you want and who 
added by way of warning, “and ivry drop of 
wather after that shpiles the dhrink.’’ 

It is a reassuring evidence of progress that 
while there is a general agreement that a gen- 
tleman’s drink is as much as the gentleman 
wants, there are notes cf warning that a gen- 
tleman ought not to want more than a gentle- 
man can carry with dignity.

Responding to the President's appeal 
for party reorganization in the South, 
the Republicans of Virginia have been 
in convention this week at Richmond.

This appears to be in harmony with 
Mr. Taft's plans.

At Howard 
University in May last he deprecated 
too much education for colored men. 
Soon after he assumed the presidency he 
announced that no negroes would be ap- 
pointed to office against the wishes of 
the whites. For five months past col- 
ored men have found little political en- 
couragement at the White House. Even 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has ruled that they ure not discrimi- 
nated against, unduly on the railway 
trains of the South. 

The President's experiment would be 
interesting in any case; it is particularly 
se because of its daring and its novelty, 
proceeding from a _ Republican. The 
first response it has received is the an- 
nouncement that the colored voters of 
Virginia will organize a party of their 
own. -If their brethren at the North 
follow their example, Republicanism in 
its strongholds will find plenty to do 
without troubling itself about the Solid 
South.

The printers 
and employes about the offices of the 
daily newspapers, the friends of his 
yeuth, never failed to receive a call and 
a pleasant word from him whenever he 
passed through Louisville.
